The number of pupils attending high school is 
larger than last: year due to the fact that there was only 
one senior last year and eight new ones entered as 
freshmen... Of the number now a FRenGine. seven are 
seniors. 

The budget calls fot $1,719.20, which is an estimate 
of the amount needed for high school tuition next year. 

At the last district meeting $1,800 was raised to 
meet high school tuition and $750 was raised to meet 
transportation costs. For the current year these two

‘The cost of 
medical inspection last year was $78.00. A good share 
of this amount was paid by the school district. About
